The lintensss msy be influenced by several conlitAatple factor*, including diet compOfliSOrt. body 
weight, and housing surface immediele steps need to bs taken t» ralisve the obvious drsoomfod, wNIb ihe seerch Tor 
underlying causes begins. Considaring ths history of deaths and illnass, visits to ttia pramisaa by toe vetadnanan on^ ones 
per year are not sufficlanl.
